191#. After receiving thla amount, 
the result la a credit of #14.000 for 
the year on account of Canadian Na¬ 
tional steamships.

Government for the operation of the 
Montreal Harbor Bridge was #489,000 
This represents the lose Incurred bv 
the bridge, not including depreci¬ 
ation and after crediting the annual 
contribution of #150.000 each from 
the province of Quebec and city of 
Montreal.

TREA8IBY NOTES 
An issue of 4 per cent treasury 
notes dated July 1. 1933. was made 
In New York for the purpose of re¬ 
financing a like amount of 4 per cent 
notes due October 1 and called for 
payment on August 1. The new Issue 
runs for fifteen months from July l j 
1933, and is callable on or after 
twelve months. The issue was sold to 
the Chose National Bank of New 
York at a price of 96.875 and accrued 
interest.

The Finance Minister observed that 
although encouraging progress had 
been made. It would be a mistake to 
under-estlmste the difficulties still 
to be overcome before s full measure 
of world prosperity could be restored 

“International trade remains at a 
low. level” he said. 

“Little. If any. progress has been 
made In removing the exoemlve in¬ 
terferences with trad*, the arbitrary 
quotas, the exchange controls, and 
the other defective measures which 
have been devised to meet the dangers 
of currency depreciation and unfav¬ 
orable balances of payments. 
EXCHANGE WATCHED 

In recent months, there has Indeed 
been increased stability to.the foreign 
exchange markets* but' the Integrity 
of certain currencies continues to 
hang on a slender thread. Another 
period of currency unsettlement with 
the threat of competitive depreciation 
mutft be recognised aa a possibility at 
least, and this suggest/ the dgslrsb- 
lllty of a renewed consideration of 
the feasibility or concerted effort for 
d# facto stabilisation of cun-enciea by 
the leading countries. 

“I am aware of the difficulties 
Which surround the problem which 
the world conference found it Im¬ 
possible to solve last summer. But 
some of these difficulties have been 
lessened In ths intervening months 


end the need for early action is em- j 
phasized when one realise* that little 
progress can be made in reducing 
restrictions on International trade as 
long as currencies continue to fluctu¬ 
ate and the danger of competitive de¬ 
preciation persists. 

TENSION ABROAD 

“Op the debit slhe of the record for 
the past year w© art also c ompelled | 
10 record certain unfavorable po¬ 
litical development—a serious aggra¬ 
vation of political tensions in Europe 
and the Far East, an increasingly un¬ 
stable social equillbrum to some Im¬ 
portant countries, a succession of dis¬ 
appointments In the disarmament 
negotiations. and a threatened 
breakdown of the collective system 
which had been painstakingly built 
trodurtog the post-war ysara. lt 1»_ 
true the tension Is less serious to-day 
than It was at the beginning of the 
year, but it remains a deterrent to 
constructive international co-opera¬ 
tion. • 

SAYS GAINS MADE 

“As long as these adverse influ¬ 
ence* continue to operate they must 
be taken Into the reckoning. The fact 
remains, however, that the low point 
to the long depression ha* 
reached and passed, that considerable 
progress has already been made to 
thla and other countries In the re#to- , 
ration of normal condition*, and 
that present economic trends are in 
the direction of further progress. This 
should give solid ground for confi¬ 
dence. if not for undue optimism.

HOW IT SHOULD BE SPENT 

T1PHATEJ/ER PROPORTION OF THE 

WJ money ihe federal government proposes to 
spend upon public improvements in Canada as a 
measure of unemployment relief may be allocated 
to Victoria should be devoted to works which, on the 
one hand, will directly or indirectly produce some 
substantial return to the country, and on the other 
give the widest measure of employment. The pro¬ 
posal that a new court house should be erected here 
meets neither of these conditions. A large part of 
the materials which would be required for such a 
structure would not be produced locally, while their 
cost would reduce the amount available for labor 
and thus defeat one of the fundamental objects of 
the government's programme. Beyond this, a new 
court .house is one of the lest things we require, apart 
altogether from the feet that the maintenance of it 
would impose fresh burdens upon the province, which, 
wa presume, would have to pay for its up-keep. - 

There is no sense in adding to Canada's unpro¬ 
ductive debt in this way. The money to be appor¬ 
tioned to Victoria should be expended in projects of 
pressing utility. Why not use it. for example, in the 
extension of the West Coast road Which would ab¬ 
sorb a large proportion of our unemployed, open up 
new country and thereby furnish fresh revenues for 
the province? In such a work as this most of the 
expenditure would go to labor now unemployed— 
and it is to relieve unemployment, we repeat, that the 
money is being appropriated by Parliament. Canada 
is fairly reeling under a debt the great part of which 
is for unproductive, if imposing, improvements. Let 
us exercise a little horse-sense this tune, and use our 
proportion to the best practical edvantage. incidentally 
remembering, in the cold, clear light of the record, 
diet Victoria's growth must depend upon the develop¬ 
ment of the country surrounding it rather than upon 
travelers who, while always welcome, come to us for 
three months of the year. 


ECHOES or SOUTH OXFORD 

A dmittedly resentment over 

the fact that the constituency of South Oxford 
will go out of existence under redistribution at the end 
of the present session contributed to the majority of 
the Liberal candidate, but even without that factor 
. the opposition man'. margin would have broken 
ell records. The electors of tbe riding were left m 
no doubt by either Mr. Bennett or Mr. King and 
their colleagues of the importance of the election, that, 
in fact. the result would have a national significance. 
That outcome, which beyond question reflects the view 
of most voters in Canada's moat populous province, is 
a condemnation of government policy end record. Un¬ 
doubtedly, too. Mr. Rhodes deferred his budget 
speech until after the election for fear of its effect 
upon the result. 

The speeches of Mr. Mackenzie Kisig, which 
evidently proved e powerful influence in the election, 
foreshadow the nature of the campaign he will con¬ 
duct when the Ottawa administration goes to the 
country. It indicates that he will fight with all his 
acknowledged vigor' and eloquence for the preserva¬ 
tion of Canada's representative institutions, for the 
maintenance of the supremacy of Parliament is against 
the arrogatmn by government of extreme powers in 
matters of public policy. That ‘issue will be sounded
